employes, introduced in certain in­ 
dustrial 
plants

country, has been adopted by a 
Igrge New York department store. 
• Employes of this store, number­ 
ing 1,700, have a voice In virtually 
all matters affecting their relations 
With 
the# management, 
through 
elective bodies modeled after the 
bicameral system of representation 
prevailing in the government of the 
United States. 
The employes elect members of 
their house of representatives and 
senate directly, while the execu­ 
tive 
department, consisting, of a 
cabinet of five, is named by the 
corporation officials. 
The judiciary 
functions 
are carried 
out 
by a 
committee from the legislative bod­ 
ies. 
AU branches of 
the 
storg 
government 
derive 
their 
powers 
from a constitution somewhat sim­ 
ilar 
to 
the 
constitution 
of 
the 
nation. 
The fixing of wage scales and 
working conditions are included in 
the broad powers of the house and 
senate, while the justice committee 
may bring about the expulsion of 
an employe from the concern, of if 
they find a worker has been un­ 
justly discharged, they can have 
him reinstated. 
The acts of the 
legislature may be vetoed by the 
cabinet, but this has not been nec- 
cessary as yet, it was said 
by 
officials 6f the concern.

A merit system! 
has been inaugurated by the work-1 
ere, grades for each employe being 
made out monthly on a basis of 
their ability, experience and co-op­ 
erative work. 
An average grade is 
reached by balancing those buyers, 
assistant buyers 
and 
department 
heads. 
Salaries go up along with 
ratings and promotions also are 
based upon them. 
The house✓ of 
representatives 
membership is elected directly by 
all of the workers except depart­ 
ment heads and their assistants. 
These two groups elect the senators 
of whom there are fourteen com­ 
pared with sixteen representatives.

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THE RAID ON LABOR 


A significant straw of the national campaign is found in 
the speech made the other day at Sullivan, Indiana, by Sen­ 
ator Watson of that state. Watson speaks as a man of au­ 
thority. 
He was chairman of the platform committee at the 
Chicago convention. Eight years ago he was floor leader of 
the steam roller brigade that robbed Theodore Roosevelt of 
the nomination he was entitled to. He is the bohora friend 
and boon companion of Senator Harding. Anything that he 
may say in the campaign may reasonably be expected to re­ 
flect the views of the old guard organization and its choice 
for the presidency. 
Wages are too high is the gist of the Watson pronounce­ 
ment. The laboring man is getting too much for his work and 
has received too much ever since Wilson became president, 
according to Watson. He caustically arraigns the democratic 
party for so fixing things that laborers draw excessive wages 
and declared indignantly that wages must be reduced. In­ 
ferentially he favors the reduction of wages and hopes to 3ee 
wages reduced by the Harding administration. 
If wages are too high, what of it? Many laboring men 
admit frankly that they cannot give a fair return in pro­ 
duction for the wages they receive, but that they are simply 
unable to live and pay high prices on a smaller wage. They 
say that they would be willing to see wages reduced if other 
things were only reduced proportionately, but so long 
as 
prices remain what they are today any reduction in wages 
would bring the laboring element into the breadline. 
The truth of the matter is that wages have not increased 
in proportion to the increase in price of the necessities of 
life. Where labor has advanced from forty to fifty per cent, 
many necessities have advanced 200 to 300 per cent. 
Even 
at present wage scales the w’age earner is in many cases 
worse 
off than he was before his wages were raised. He 
is therefore in no position to see Watson and Harding cut 
the price paid for labor unless the prices 
of various com­ 
modities be reduced materially and at the same time that 
wages are brought down. 
In the appeal of Senator Watson is revealed the century 
old philosophy of the men with whom he trains and whose 
interests he represents in the senate. Legislate at all times in 
the interest of the man at the top. Increase his prosperity 
and a small part of his prosperity will leak through on the 
man lower down in the scale of life. If any reduction in 
prices is found advisable, apply the paring knife to the wages 
of the man lower dowm. That is the principle on which the 
old guard has ever acted. That is the principle advocated 
today by Senator Watson. That is the policy that a reaction­ 
ary administration may be expected to employ. Out of the 
mouth of Harding’s prophet has come the promise of what 
Harding may be expected to perform. 
The man who works for wages and desires a living wage, 
should think long and seriously before casting his ballots for 
a candidate who will inaugurate a war on high prices by
